2. In partial modification of the aforesaid Public Notice, 
it has been decided that the limited quantity of Kirilac and 
Molamma allowed to be exported will be administered by the 
Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Calcutta instead 
of State Trading Corporation India Ltd. The Jt. Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports & Exports will authorise exports by endorsing 
relevant shipping bills on first-come, first-serve basis subject to 
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the production of (i) export price scrutiny slip and (ii) quality 
certificate issued by the Shellac Export Promotion Council, 
Calcutta. 

3. Gradewise Minimum Export Price and other conditions 
mentioned in Public Notice No. 15-ETC(PN) |84 dt. 19-5-84 
will remain unaltered.
